IVIYSTERV FIRE DOES S1000 

DAIVIAGE TO PAVILION 

Fire which was discovered shortly 
before (J a. m. last Thursday morning 
in the new Winch pavilion uniior cuu 
struction at Channel Lake did a dam-^ 
age of about $1000 and greatly bln-^ 
dered the work of Its completion.'

A CUBAN VIEW OF 

FARMERS' AID 
To Editor of The Post. Regardlntf 
the McNary-IIaufe'on bill which I now 
read so much about In wheat specu- 
lation. I undcr.stand this Is not the 
farmers' wish, hut a scheme of a few 
certain elevator men to unload their 
grain storage elevators on the gov- 
ernment for ninny millions of aollftra 
of graft and that they are so bold In 
their scandal that before the law la 
passed they are arranging for the 
sale, and the government will play 
the tune of tho costly experiment and 
losing game. Probably you know 
who they are, and If not It should 
not take much Inquiring to find out. 

What la the use of the government 
passing and entering Into the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill, unless for a period 
of not less than Ilfty years they will 
guarantee to every farmer a fixed 
price never to be changed within fifty 
years and promise to take all tho 
wheat offered and as fast as offered? 
Or for a period of not less than fifty 
years they will guarantee to every 
farmer 60 cents a bushel above the 
price of the world market and agree 
to take all the wheat offered and as 
fast as offered? 

Unless tho government is going to 
guarantee a fixed price for a fixed 
number of years and said number of 
fixed years to be not less than fifty 
years, the proposition will not benefit 
the farmer, but prevent the farmers 
from taking advantage of highest 
points In the market on which to 
market their product at highest 
prices. 

These men who want to play poli- 
tics, why don't they toll tho farmer 
first before they pass the law what 
will bo the fixed price for fifty years 
before they pass the law, so that tho 
farmer will know what he Is entering 
Into? This they dodge and hide 
from, because It Is Impossible and 
will break the government to dare to 
toll the price first before the law la 
passed. 

For proof that this bill will ruin 
tho American farmer, kindly remem- 
ber the sad experience of Cuba three 
years ago. Sugar broke from 20 
cents to 8 cents; tho Cuban govern- 
ment passed a law fixing a minimum 
price at which no farmer could sell 
for less and sent a special govern- 
ment commission to New York to 
buck tho sugar exchange to do tho 
marketing of the crops. 

When sugar was at 8 cents after 
tho awful decline, Cuba could have 
sold all of her sugar to short sellers 
to cover up their short contracts. A 
protest started amongst the farmers, 
so great that It almost started a rev- 
olution on the Island, to cancel, the 
government marketing control law, 
and before the law was cancelled 
sugar was down around 2 cents, caus- 
ing many sugar mills to go into the 
hands of receivership and ruining 
hundreds of farmers, and within two 
years after the suga r government 
commission was done away with 
sugar jumped up to 6 cents through 
power of speculators and never since 
has sugar sold so low as at the time 
when tho Cuban government under- 
took to market the crop. Cuba never 
wants any more government Interfer- 
ence. They want tho New York 
sugar exchange to market their crop 
as before and they are proving it by 
marketing it that way today and are 
satisfied. 

The only and the best way the gov- 
ernment can give tho wheat farmer 
is to let him Import all his fertilizers 



I entirely free of duty, and his imple- 
ments free of duty, and to reduce his 
tuxes on all worked farm hmd 50 per 
cent. This will be the less expensive 
method to the government and will 
really help put the Amearlcan wheat 
farmer on a comnetivo basis with 
farmers in South America and Can- 
ada, aa well us Australia, who don't 
have to sow fcrtilizorH on new 
ground. The other method will 
break the government. If they tackle- 
it. 

As the wheat Export corporation 
of the American government mode 
550,000,000 out of wheat during the 
war, why don't they give this entire 
amount l)Uck to the farmer In the 
way of spending the entire amount 
wIUi chemlats trying to work out a 
perfected formula to make sugar out 
of Indian corn, which will cause a big 
diversification of crops and higher 
prices for all farmers?

AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 

OF SCHOOL GETS SPRAYER 
D. B. Sabin, socretnry ot tho Antl- 
och township school board, Informs 
us that a sniall orchard sprayer ban 
been ordered and will soon be at 
hand bo that the agricultural depart- 
ment can use It In Its work. People 
are asked to remember that such a 
sprayer Is only practical for small 
orchards or for experimental work, 
and should boar this In mind when 
calling upon the school to do spray- 
ing. Any number ot trees up to I'O 
will ho sprayed, providing not too 
many people will nak for tho sen-Ice, 
and providing It Is tho right time to 
apray. The following sprays remain: 

1. Pink Spray — ^When buds ahow 
pink. 

2. Calyx Spray — When most of the 
petals have fallen off. 

3. Ten days after calyx spray. 

4. Three weeks after 3rd spray. 
All of these are not always neccs- 

flJiry. Tlie cnlyx spray Is tho moat 
Important. 

If the people will agrco to pay for 
the spraying materials and are willing 
to learn the fruit game, tho services 
of the agricultural teacher, who will 
supervise the spraying, will be free. 
If he finds thot ho will need help, the 
owner of the orchard will have to 
furnish IL School boys, outside of 
school hours, may be hired to' do 
spraying. They will have the neces- 
sary training to do good work.
